INVADERS' GARRISON

—The Red army's drive to- 
ward Kharkov wtes report- 
ed today have overrun a 
key German stronghold in 
a smashing six-mile advance 
which carried the fighting 
through Nazi defense lines 
into open country where only en- 
enemy troops and pillboxes block- 
ed the way. 
Red Star said that after the 


advance in which the garrison of 
the Nazi strongpolnt was wiped 
out In a fierce 40-minute fight 
the battle was carried for the 
most part into "open fields and 
populated 
places unprotected by 


any fortifications.' 


Reporting the success of 
the 
eudden new surge In this sector, 
Red Star, mouthpiece of the Rus- 
sian army, declared that the strong 
point was one the Germans had 
sought to hold at any cost. 


Artillery, planes and tanks were 
used in a concerted dawn batter- 
ing of the strong point, clearing 


( the way for an Infantry charge 


which took the position, Red Star 
said. 
It reported that the Germans had 


held the fortified village for three 
months, developing 
an 
intricate 
system of defense works, surround- 
ing it with deadly minefields and 
clearing zones for point-blank fire. 
The Russians also captured five 


> surrounding villages and 
repulsed 
. reserve troops hurled forward in 
a German counter attack, Red Star 
said. 


Meanwhile the Russians report- 


ed fighting off German flanking 
assaults aimed toward Izyum and 
Barvenkova, 80 miles southeast of 
Kharkov, and holding on grimly at 
the eastern tip of the Kerch Pen- 
insula, barring the short-cut to the 
Caucasus. 
Heavy Tank Losses. 


Red Star reported that the Ger- 
mans' heavy tank losses In the des- 
perate fight for Kharkov had caus- 
ed them to change their tactics, 
giving up mass mechanized counter- 
attacks -and 
relying 
instead on 
charges by infantry battalions or 
regiments supported by only 10 to 
15 tanks. 


The gigantic battles

the start of the fight are continu- 
ing only In one sector and there

Cheered by a double victory in the 
senate, administration farm spok- 
esmen today faced the touchy job 
of getting, the house to reverse Its 
stand on major controversies over 
the annual agricultural appropri- 
ation. 


As the farm bill cleared the sen- 
ate late yesterday after 10 days of 
debate, it carried $680,000,000 cash, 
and loan authority 
for 
another 


$185,000,000. This was some $30,- 
000,000 cash and $80,000,000 In loans, 
above the house totals and a sen- 
ate-house 
conference committee 
was expected to make the first at- 
tempt to iron out differences; 


Topping this issue was senate ap- 


proval by a better than 3 to 1 mar- 
gin of President Roosevelt's spec- 
ial request for authority to sell 
government stocks of wheat, corn 
and other grains for livestock feed 
at less than parity prices. 
This was accomplished after much 
legislative pulling and hauling, In- 
cluding a hurry-up White House 
conference. 


The senate again responded to a 


presidential request by adding more 
than $26,000,000 cash and some $70,- 
000,000 In loans to funds handled by 
the Farm Security Administration. 


The farm bill still was tho small- 


est in recent years — more than 
$400,000,000 under last year's total 
and some $13,000,000 below budget 
estimates. 


Question of Future. 
Despite the 62 to 18 margin by 


which the senate finally approved 
sales of surplus wheat and corn for 
livestock feed at prices that could 
drop as low as 83 cents a bushel, 
there was a lingering question as 
to the future of tho potent senate 
farm bloc.

HONEY, MOLASSES 
GOOD SUBSTITUTES 
FOR LOST SUGAR 


COLLEGE STATION, May 18.— 


(Spl.)—By observing several sim- 
ple rules, homomakers successful- 
ly can substitute honey or molas- 
ses for part or all of the sugar 
required In their favorite recipes. 


Hazel Phlpps, Extension Service 
specialist in 
food 
preparation, 


says the characteristic flavors of 
molasses and sorghum make many 
foods more delicious. Both vary 
in moisture and acidity, sho says, 
BO the amounts she recommends 
tor sugar substitution are "ap- 
proximate." 


It takes about 11-2 cups of mo- 
lasses of sorghum to equal one cup 
of sugar in sweetness. Each cup 
contains 
approximate one-fourth 


cup of water so the liquid in a 
recipe should be reduced in pro- 
portion. In products which are 
leavened, 
about 
one-fourth tea- 


spoon of soda should be used for 
each cup of molasses or sorghum. 


Miss Phlpps gives this caution: 


Molesses and sorghum burn easi- 
ly, so the temperature for baking 
should be lower than the temper- 
ature for baking mixtures made 
with sugar. 


Rules for substituting honey for 
sugar are quit* similar. Mixture! 
with honey brown easily and high 
heat changes the flavor of honey, 
so cooking temperatures should bo 
lowered. A cup of honey gives 
approximately the same amount of 
sweetness as one cup of sugar, 
so the exact amount may be sub- 
stituted. However, 
each 
cup of 


honey, like 
molasses, 
contains I 


about one-fourth cup of liquid, so' 
the liquid requirements of the re- 
cipe should be reduced one-fourth 
cup for every cup of honey used 


The specialist's final advice is: 
Uso approximately one-eighth to 
one-fourth teaspoon of soda per 
:up of honey in baked products 
such n« cakes or_ quick breads.

ing a complete soil and water con- 
servation farming system on his 
farm east of Corsicana in co-oper- 
ation with the Navarro-Hill Soli 
Conservation District, finds that n 
mixture of pasture grasses and le- 
gumes gives a more balanced and 
longer grazing period during the 
year. 
In the fall of 1940, 65 acres were 


retired from cultivation and sod- 
ded to Bermuda. 
This was over- 


«« eeddwlth 1900 pounds of Rescue 
and 1100 pounds of Italian 
rye 


grasses in January, 1941. There 
wan already a stand of burr clover 
on this area. 
Mr. Roberts considers rescue and 


Italian rye to be the best winter 
grasses we have In this section. 
He states that the two make a 
good pasture mixture, but believe;; 
the rescue is superior since it will 
roseed much better under heavy 
grazing and will grow faster and 
provide earlier 
grazing. 
Rescue 


can be easily needed by scattering 
the seed over an established pas- 
ture, but Italian rye does better 
U It Is seeded an a cultivated crop. 


Mr. Roberts has found that un- 
der average conditions, the Italian 
lye will furnish grazing from Jan- 
uary to June Rescue from January 
to May; Bermuda from April tn 
frost in the fall; and Burr clovei 
from January to April This makes 
It necessary for him to do some 
feeding only during December and 
early January. 
He has had very little trouble 
with his cattle bloating on clover 
If there is a good stand of winter 
grasses mixed In with it. 
Clover 


tends to bloat cattle more when it 
if beginning to bloom. 
Mr. Roberts is a firm believer 


tn weed control in pastures. 
He 


mows just after the seed of the 
winter grasses have matured, and 
follows with one or two more mow- 
ings during the summer as the 
need arises. The cutter bar of the 
mower is raised on the first mow- 
ing so as to cut below the point 
where the weeds have suckered 
out.

V. Davis, chairman of the Navarro 
County USDA War Board, who to- 
day announced a state-wide pro- 
gram for bag conservation. Bag- 
ging requirements this year exceed, 
normal needs by about 500 million 
bags, due to expanded wartime pro- 
duction, he explained. 


The conservation program--will 


be sponsored by the Texas State 
War Board and conducted largely 
by County War Boards, Mr. Davis 
said, and the cooperation of farm- 
ers, farm organizations, bag, feed, 
seed and grain 
dealers 
will be 


sought to make the bag conserva- 
tion program as effective as pos- 
sible in this state. 


"War has caused a shortage in 


bagging material," he said. "We 
cannot depend upon Imports of bur- 
lap from India this year and while i 
there are ample stocks of cotton ] 
In the United States, 
the 
mills i 


equipped to manufacture bagging! 
material are running full capacity i 
to fill war orders for other mater-1 
ials. 


"This means that every fabric 


bag now In use must do more thanj 
double duty in 1B42 and that every! 
farmer who uses bags must see to, 
it that he gets the most out of 
them by careful handling and use.!
